Dr. V. W. Tevis played for the sing­ 
ing, and the entire mnsical program 
was excellent. 
Rev. W. A. Clark presided at the 
meeting. 
Judge ¡Sparks introduced 
Hon. O. H. Casson, of Indianapolis, 
in a few brief but well chosen re­ 
marks. 
The speaker chose for his subject, 
“ The Ethics of Modern Life,” and hi* 
address was a masterly one, full of 
interest aud enthusiasm, which field 
his audience tq>t 11 bound for over an 
hour. 
The speaker said in part: ‘‘The 
most characteristic thing of modern 
life is the devt 1 ipment of the social 
instinct. 
The intermingling of con­ 
tinents by steel; the driving foices 
o f human thought over the wires an 1 
wireless telegraphs, are evidences that 
men want to get closer to each o ther.” 
‘‘Men are crying out for fellowship 
with their neighbors. 
Men want to 
live next to and with their 
fcllo * m)P. 
It has been said that the typical char­ 
acteristic is commercialism, but be 
neath all this has ¡been that profound 
spirit of social instinct. 
It is that 
that has built up our great oities. ” 
‘‘If there is a moral base in men, 
which there is. we may expect to find 
in modern life a development of mo­ 
rality. 
It is not enough that a man 
in his individual life should live a 
» correct life, but he should live it in 
Telation to his fellowmen. 
It is not 
enough that men go to church on Sun­ 
day and take part in the worship, but 
/he should so act through the wetk to ­ 
wards his fellowmen that his religion 
m ay be known. 
He should not reduce 
the wa g es of his men when he make* 
:a co Et^ibut on to the[church, which 1* 
sometimes done among our n o leyed 
men. ” 
‘‘It is not possible,” said the speak­ 
er, “ in these modern days, for men 
to live i^ione. 
We must live not the 
individual but the social life. 
In ans 
wer to that que tiou in the infancy of 
th* race, we should[say, ‘ we are our 
bro ther’s keeper.’ The strong have ob­ 
ligations towards the weak, the wise 
towards the simple. 
We must put our 
arm under the arm of the faltering 
brother and help him. 
In speaking of 
the 
temi>eranoe 
w ave the speaker said in part, “ The 
great movement that is going over our 
country is evidence that the strong 
man shall see to it that the weak 
brother shall not know the palsying 
« ffects 
of the saloon. 
The saloons 
cannot long thrive,” said he, “ be­ 
cause it is a lawless institution by 
nature of its ruinous effects. 
The speaker read a short, 
article 
written by the prosecuting attorney 
of Oook county, Illinois, depicting the 
black blot on Chicago’s past history, 
which 6howed that there were from 
15,000 to 
20,000 criminal cases in 


Chicago police [courts each year and 
the 
criminals 
were 
mostly young 
young men from 17 to 25 years of age 
“ Every man has a large obligation 
to his community and he should show 
his religion at the ballot box. 
We 
should march side by side as a great 
army. 
By |iO doing we can sweep 
away every form of organized evil.” 
At the close of the meeting a collec­ 
tion 
of $23.02 
was taken u p ; and 
tendered to Mr. Carson, but he would 
not aocept any money.

Aboard Ship and Shore Leave 


For the Lucky Ones. 


W ashington, Dec. 23.—On Christm as 
eve the battleship fleet will drop an­ 
chor off the Port of Sp ain, Trinidad, 
and comp lete the first leg of the im ­ 
p ressive voyage to the Pacific. 
In 
th at ancient little p ort the 13,000 offi­ 
cers and men of the arm ada will cele­ 
brate Christm as with festivities and 
feasting aboard ship for all and shore 
liberty for the iucky ones. 
Tons of 
seasonable good things were laid in 
before the fleet left home waters, and 
all hands will enjoy a break in the 
custom ary rations of deep -sea voyag­ 
ing. 
For five days the ship s will lie 
at Port of Sp ain, where the officials 
and citizens have arranged an elabor­ 
ate p rogram of entertainm ent. 
Three 
days will be given up to racing, base­ 
ball, p olo and other sp orts. 
A recep ­ 
tion and ball will be given at Govern­ 
m ent House and numerous p ublic and 
p rivate functions will be held In honor 
of the visitors. 
On Saturday the bat­ 
tleship s will head southward for the 
long run down to Rio, where they are 
scheduled to arrive on Jan. 11 for a 
stay of ten days. 
After the first day 
or two out from Trinided p robably no 
word will be had from the fleet until 
it is rep orted at Rio, as the ship s will 
have p assed from the zone of the wire­ 
less telegrap h. 
The torp edo flotilla, 
less fortunate than the big ship s, will 
sp end Christm as at sea, being sched­ 
uled to reach Para, Brazil, on T hurs­ 
day next. 


Is Bob Talk ing Too Muc h? 
“The p rogram for the return of the 
battleship fleet is a m atter that has 
been discussed among the officials of 
the navy dep artm ent, but as yet no de­ 
cision has been reached and will not 
be for some time to come,” said Sec­ 
retary of the Navy Metcalf. 
The sec­ 
retary ’s rem ark was called out by a 
wireless message from the flagship 
Connecticut stating that Admiral Ev­ 
ans had authorized the p ress to say it 
is his p ersonal belief that the navy de­ 
p artm ent’s p resent intention is to have 
the battleship fleet return by way of 
the Suez canal next sum m er or fall. 
As the p resident, through Secretary 
Loeb, p reviously had sp oken to the 
sam e effect, it seems clear that Ad­ 
miral E vans’s statem ent was not sug­ 
gested by any definite move so far de­ 
term ined up on by those sup rem e in 
authority. 
In naval circles the op inion 
p revails that, at most, only a sq uadron 
comp osed of such vessels as the voy­ 
age to the Pacific shall have demon­ 
strated “the p ick of the fleet” will be 
sent home through the Suez canal, 
while the rem ainder will 
take the 
shorter route around, the Horn. 
It is 
not likely, however, that all sixteen 
battleship s will make the return voy­ 
age, as the desirability of a stronger 
fleet in the Pacific may be m et by the 
retention of p erhap s several of Admir­ 
al Bhans’s ship s in those waters. 
But 
like Admiral Evans's belief as to the 
return via the Suez canal, the p erm an­ 
ent reinforcem ent of the Pacific sq uad­ 
ron has not crossed the discussion 
stage and the final decision hinges on 
develop ments' of the next six months.

forced hundreds of shop keep ers to t 
close their p laces of business on that 
day, and, within the p ast three weeks, | 
has p laced over half a thousand Sun­ 
day-working actors, actresses, theatri­ 
cal m anagers and their emp loyes and 
others under bond for hearing later. 
The grand jury is still in session, and 
the judge says he will not cease his 
efforts until the law is resp ected to the 
letter. 
Judge W allace has for many 
years been one of the foremost law­ 
yers in the state, and has always 
fought for law enforcement. 
He was 
ap p ointed to his p resent p osition by 
Governor Folk, who has accomp lished 
what no other Missouri executive has 
ever done, namely, the closing of the 
saloons on Sunday.

Daring 
Experiment 
W ith 
Electricity 
Before a Class of Students— Romance 
of Signaling When He Proposed to 
H is Wife— One of H is Bonmots. 


William Thomson, who became Lord 
Kelvin and died recently at Glasgow*, 
Scotland, had for y ears been regarded 
as the foremost scientist of Great Brit­ 
ain. 
While his achievements as a 
phy sicist have been many aud varied, 
it Is for his work in the field of elec­ 
tricity that he will p erhap s be longest 
remembered. Beginning with his work 
as chief electrical adviser at the In­ 
stallation of the first Atlantic cables, 
there are few dep artm ents in the sci­ 
ence of electricity that do not bear the 
impress of his mind. 
In 1867 he was 
k nighted for his work in connection 
with the Atlantic cable, and in 189 2 he 
was created Baron Kelvin. 
It Is a curious fact that Lord Kelvin, 
w ho did so much to advance the world’s 
k uowledge of electricity , dislik ed the 
electric light, say s the New York Press. 
When he visited the United States 
some y ears ago with I^ d y Kelvin they 
sp ent a week end with Mr. and Mrs. 
George Wfcstiughouse, 
whose Lenox 
home after sundow n is a blaze of elec­ 
tricity . 
The first night they spent there Lady 
Kelvin rang up a servant to beg they 
might “be accommodated with a cou­ 
ple of tallow* dips, as they were unac­ 
customed to such intense light in their 
bedroom.” 
Lord Kelvin's country home in Scot­ 
land is an unostentatious house over­ 
look ing the Firth of Cly de at Largs, 
where electricity is unk nown even for 
public illumination. 


The snow had been followed by a 
cold rain, and in the slate colored dunk , 
w ading through the deep slush, the lit­ 
tle m an under the big umbrella cough­ 
ed dismally . 
“Doesn’t the 
w eather agree 
with 
y oh?” we Inquired. 
He shook his head. 
“Not often,” he returned. 
“I’m one 
of the governm ent forecasters.”—New 
Orleans Tim es-D em ocrat 


As a professor Lord Kelvin had some 
peculiarities, and one of them was the 
habit of say ing wheu a doubting ques­ 
tion was p ut to him as to the absolute 
certainty of some proposition: 
“Didn’t I figure that out my self?” 
The question wTas not p ut Irritably 
or egotistically , as a rule. It was mere­ 
ly the natural rem ark of a man w*ho 
had been an ack nowledged leader of 
worldwide fame for so many y ears, 
say s the Philadelphia Post. 
One day when lecturing on electric­ 
ity he told his class that, while a vol­ 
tage of 3,000 or so would be fatal to a 
man, a voltage of, say , some 300,000 
would be perfectly harmless. 
With a 
current of far more than ordinary vol­ 
tage he was going to give them a p rac­ 
tical illustration of the fact on himself 
right there before them. 
The students 
could hardly believe their ears, but as 
he stepped tow ard the electrical trans­ 
form er a cry of dissent and horror 
w ent up. 
“Try It on a dog! 
Try it on an ani­ 
mal!” came from all p arts of the lec­ 
ture room. 
Lord Kelvin turned in stiff dignity 
and cast a look of reproach over the 
class. 
These were his own pupils who 
were doubting him. 
It was in his be­ 
loved University of Glasgow. To doubt 
on some minor point would not have 
hurt him, but to think that they could 
question the reliability of his careful­ 
ly p repared figures on a m atter of such 
moment was really painful. 
For a few* 
moments he look ed at them In silence. 
“Didn’t I figure it out my self?” he 
said at length, and then there was only 
silence as he continued ou his way to 
the ap p aratus and safely turned the 
tremendous voltage Into himself. 


Lord Kelvin while engaged in elec­ 
trical engineering for the purpose of 
light recreation took up the question of 
simplify ing the method of signals at 
sea. 
At the time he was at Madeira, 
and, although his plan seemed simple 
to him, it was rather puzzling to or­ 
dinary folk , say s Stray Stories. 
He had been talk ing of it at the din­ 
ner table of a friend in Madeira, and 
the only person that seemed able to 
grasp it was that of his host’s daugh­ 
ter, a lady he greatly admired. 
“I quite understand, Sir W illiam,” 
she said. 
“Are y ou sure?” he questioned, half 
doubtfully . 
“If I seut y ou a signal 
from my y acht, do y ou think y ou could 
read it and answ er m e?” 
“I believe I should succeed In mak 
ing it out.” 
The signal was sent, and the lady 
did succeed in m ak ing it out and trans­ 
m itting the reply . 
The question was, 
“Will y ou m arry me?” and the answ er 
was, “Y’es.” 


Before he was raised to the peerage 
Lord Kelvin one day was found by a 
friend exp erimenting with a long coil 
of wdre, say s Tlt-Bits. 
He was m ak ­ 
ing deep sea soundings. His friend im ­ 
mediately became Interested In w atch­ 
ing the great scientist at work , say s a 
biographer, and ask ed: 
“W hat Is that for?’ 
“Oh,” answ*ered Lord Kelvin, “this 
is for m ak ing soundings.” 
“Ah,” said the other, wdth the evi­ 
dent intention of crack ing a jok e at 
the scientist’s expense, “w hat sort of 
a 
note does It give off?” 
“The deep C, of course,” answered 
Lord Kelvin promptly . 


Lord Kelvin, who was eighty -three 
y ears old, was not above having a 
jok e, say s the London Chronicle. 
One 
day he ask ed a distingnished scientist 
this ap p arently simple question: “W hat 
is blotting paper?” The professor said; 


"I give it op. 
Tell me?’ 
But Lord 
Kelvin, with a tw ink le In his ey e, cried 
with glee: “Never! 
You must find 
out for y ourself.” 
W alk ing through a 
great electrical work s, he said to a 
work man quite casually , “W hat Is this 
electricity of which I hear so much?” 
The man, not recognizing his ques­ 
tioner, answered, “I am sure 4 don’t 
k now, sir.” 
“No more do I,” replied 
Lord Kelvin. And that expresses his hu­ 
mility in discussing a subject on which 
he k new probably as much as any liv­ 
ing man. 
It is this Newton-lik e hu­ 
mility which eudeared him to his col 
leagues. 


It is told of Lord Kelvin that he was 
alway s busy , alw ay s actively at work 
on some problem, and y et he was ro­ 
bust and phy sically fit all his life aud 
lived to the extreme age of eighty - 
three, say s the New York Times. 
It is 
told of him that once, having just re­ 
turned from a four months’ trip to 
Brazil, he rushed into his nephew’s 
office, grabbed him by the arm and 
ask ed him hurriedly , “Can y ou come 
and catch a train with me?” 
By his work s Lord Kelvin won not 
only his peerage, but also membership 
in and honors from the most distin­ 
guished scientific organizations in the 
world. 
He was often referred to as 
the highest ty pe of phy sicist, siuce he 
combined the powers of mathematical 
reasoning with the inventive faculty 
and manip ulative sk ill of the experi­ 
mentalist. 
Lord Kelvin was by no means a ty pe 
of the absent minded, impracticable pro­ 
fessor represented by Barrie’s Profess­ 
or Goodwillie. 
But a story that Is 
told of him shows that sometimes he 
was think ing more about theory than 
practice. 
It had been the custom at Glasgow* 
university to have certain students call 
the roll at the classes. 
Wishing to get 
rid of these censors, Professor Thom­ 
son (afterw ard Lord Kelvin) put a 
great deal of thought iuto the inven­ 
tion of a mechanical device for k eep­ 
ing track of the students. 
The device 
consisted of a box with a roll of paper 
in it. and each student wrote his name 
on the paper when he came in. 
It was 
a long time before the professor dis­ 
covered quite by accident that, though 
the machine was work ing well, it could 
not cry out when some student wrote 
down the name of an absentee.

G A V E ’E M P L A IN T A L K 


Director North Estimates the Under­ 
taking W ill Cost $14,000.000. 
Although the next census will not be 
tak en for more than two y ears. Direct­ 
or North is lay ing the groundwork for 
the undertak ing, say s a W ashington 
correspondent of the Brook ly n Eagle. 
He say s it is none too early to organ­ 
ize the arm y of enum erators and block 
out the country into census districts. 
Fourteeu million dollars is the lump 
sum necessary for the next census, ac­ 
cording to the estim ate of Director 
North, based upon the three y ear de­ 
cennial period plan. If it shall be de­ 
cided that the censuses of Porto Rico 
and the Philippine Islands shall be 
tak en as a p art of the thirteenth cen­ 
sus, au additional appropriation of $1,- 
000,000 w ill be required. 
In mak ing 
this estim ate Director North has not 
beeu unm indful of certain economies 
dictated by p ast experience. 
For example, the mortality reports, 
w*hich are now* Issued annually , will 
mak e It possible to reduce the num ber 
of these from four to three. The cen­ 
sus exjierts are unanimously opposed 
to the continuance of the collection of 
death returns for the rest of the popu­ 
lation upon the schedule of the enum er­ 
ator. 
By every test that can be ap ­ 
plied the returns of death are too In­ 
accurate to be worth w hat they cost. 
“They convey no trustw orthy indica­ 
tion of the death rates prevailing In 
the nonregistration areas,” the director 
points out. 
“Such death rates for 
these areas can only l>e secured by 
proper state aud municipal revision 
for vital statistics. The absence of any 
such data in the thirteenth census 
may bring sharp ly to the attention of 
these states and cities the necessity of 
this course.” 
Another am endm ent proposed Ls that 
the canvass of the household and me­ 
chanical industries in connection with 
the m anufacturing census be aban­ 
doned. This was not included in the 
census of 19 05. and no criticism ever 
reached the census office upon 
the 
omission. 
It has been the experience 
of the director that the returns from 
this group of statistics have alway s 
been too incomplete and Inaccurate to 
justify their compilation. Their elimi­ 
nation w*ill mak e it possible, he think s, 
to intrust the entire canvass of m anu­ 
facturers to special agents, as was 
done two y ears ago. 
In this w*ay an­ 
other schedule can be w ithdraw n from 
the enumerator, leaving him only pop­ 
ulation and agriculture schedules to 
handle and in the cities the population 
schedule only . - 


Pastor of “Rockefeller’s Church” Tells 


H is Congregation W h a t’s W hat. 


New York , Dec. 23.—Addressing his 
wealthy congregation at the Close of 
the formal sermon y esterday , Dr. C. A. 
Ak ed, w*ho recently came from Liver­ 
pool to become p astor of the Fifth 
Avenue Bap tist church here, declared 
that he would not contemp late a p er­ 
m anent m inistry in the church if the 
sy stem of finance which made possible 
a deficiency at the end of the y ear was 
continued. 
“I w ant,“* said Dr. Ak ed, “$7,000 be­ 
fore y ou leave this church this morn­ 
ing.” 
He got it. 
He said the fact that some of the 
m em bers of the congregation were 
wealthy had led others, to p ut the bur­ 
den of sup p ort of the church on them. 
“It’s not fair; it’s a mean sp irit,” 
exclaimed Dr. Ak ed. “It has raised up 
a crowd of stingy souls who won’t sup­ 
p ort the church. 
It isn’t fair to me. 
I am tired of hearing this church 
called Mr. Sm ith’s, Mr. Brown’s or 
Robinson’s church. 
I want $7.000 be­ 
fore 
y ou 
leave 
this 
church. 
The 
finances m ust be reorganized so that 
nothing of this k ind can ever happen 
again.” 


Huntington. Ind.. Dec. 23.—Dr. J. T. 
Biggerstaff of Bippus has started an 
investigation that promises to lead to 
startling developments, as he has turn­ 
ed over to the United States secret 
service a letter which was sent to him 
t and which openly accuses him of set­ 
ting fire to the Bippus tile mill four 
week s ago. 
Thank sgiving morning Dr. Bigger­ 
staff received a letter p urporting to be 
from Miss Emma Ditton, a y oung lady 
nurse of the hospital in Huntington. 
The doctor returned the letter to Miss 
Ditton, ask ing for an explanation. She 
showed conclusively that she was on 
duty in the hospital the night of the 
fire and that she had left Huntington 
several hours before the letter had 
been mailed at the Huntington post- 
office. 
The letter stated that she had been 
with a friend in the tile mill y ard 
sitting in a dark place w*hen Dr. Big­ 
gerstaff walk ed past her and she saw 
him plainly enough to recognize him. 
It ask ed the doctor to help her out by 
furnishing the money for her friend, 
who was about to tell the whole story , 
to escape from the country . 
Miss Ditton went before the prose­ 
cuting attorney and testified that she 
was not the w riter and that she was 
not in Bippus at the time of the fire. 
Suspicions 
of Dr. Biggerstaff were 
thrown upon another phy sician of this 
city and he called a meeting of the 
phy sicians and stated exactly who he 
believes caused the fire. 
The state­ 
m ents caused quite a commotion, as it 
involves some of the most, prominent 
people in this city and In the town of 
Bippus. 
Insp ector Burr of the United States 
postal service has tak en up the m atter 
of investigation, and he promises de­ 
velopments soon. 
Dr. Biggerstaff is a 
p rom inent phy sician and four y ears 
ago he was a candidate for nomination 
for congressman for the Eleventh dis­ 
trict before the Democratic conven­ 
tion. 
Miss Ditton's innocence is not 
questioned. 
H er name was signed to 
the letter. 


Strike Movement Indorsed.

Labor Union of this city at a meeting 
Sunday endorsed the action of the lo­ 
cal branch of the Amalgamated Asso­ 
ciation of Street and Electric Railway 
Employ es who voted to give the execu­ 
tive board of the Amalgamated Asso­ 
ciation the authority to call a strik e 
unless the Philadelphia Rapid Transit 
company , which controls all the street 
railway s in the city , shall give consid­ 
eration to the demands of its employ es 
p resented on Dec. 1. 


Ran Into a Wreck. 
Pittsburg, Dec. 23.—An extra freight 
train on the 
Pennsy lvania railroad 
struck a brok en rail near Bolivar, 
thirty -eight miles east of here, last 
night, and tw enty cars were wreck ed. 
The Chicago mail, eastbound, crashed 
into the debris and one of. its locomo­ 
tives w*as wreck ed. 
No one w*as seri­ 
ously injured. 


The Situation at Goldfield. 
Goldfield, Nev., Dec. 23.—The pro­ 
posed withdrawal of federal troops 
from Goldfield revives interest in the 
situation arising from the contest of 
the mine owners and the W estern Fed­ 
eration of Miners. 
Thus far the con­ 
ferences between the two interests 
have not been productive of any basis 
of settlem ent and the mine owners ex­ 
p ress fear of trouble unless the presi­ 
dent rescinds his action in ordering 
the troops away .

We were bound up t be coast to ^ al* 
divia and Santiago and had run into 
a 
storm that wrecked the brig aloft. Wo 
made shift, however, to work our way 
into one of the bay s off Chiloe island* 
and there we sp ent two weeks refit* 
ting. The island named fc? about forty 
miles off the coast of Chile. It is fif­ 
teen miles in length and from three to 
ten miles in breadth, aud at the time 
I write of was uot p ermanently inhab­ 
ited.

Just p revious to leaving London on 
this voy age Cap tain Bennett had been

Eight of us, p rovided with lan­ 
terns or torches, divided into four p ar­ 
ties and began a new search. 
One 
p arty went up the beach, another down, 
and the other two followed the valley 
to its end. 
It began or ended in a 
basin of about an acre in extent. This 
basin was shut in by rocky hills and 
p retty well covered with bushes. 
W© 
had brought a musket along, and fotv 
an hour wo shouted ami fired by turns. 
No rep ly did we get. 
Then we returned 
to see what luck the others had met 
with. There was not much to hop e for. 
The beaches were short, and no one 
aboard the ship had seen the missing 
woman strolling up or down. 
When 
we reached the tent It was to find that 
the other searches laid been in vain. 
Ttnsi the cap tain said: 
“My wife has wandered to a dis­ 
tance. and in climbing some hills, p er­ 
hap s after a rare flower, she has met 
with a fail. She may be ly ing dead, or 
she may have been so badly hurt that 
she cannot call out in answer. 
1 shall 
continue the search the night through.” 
There was no one who did uot p ity 
the man. We had a crew of fourteen, 
and, leaving only two men aboard as 
an anchor watch, the rest of us re­ 
newed the search. 
We went on the 
idea that the woman must have climb­ 
ed the hills at some p oint. 
Six of us 
took one side of the valley and six the 
other, and we examined every sp ot 
with the minutest care. 
Wherever it 
seemed p ossible for a woman to have 
climbed up we sent a man. We looked 
for broken branches; we looked to see 
if p atches of moss had been disturbed; 
we looked for fragments of her dress 
clinging to briers. 
Not until day light

up . Then we returned to the ship for 
breakfast and a brief lest.

It was three months later when the 
cap tain was taken off.

Government P!a»*s Exp erim ents So as 
to Minimize Dang er.. 
A miniature coal mine in which ex ­ 
p lo sio n s will tak e p lace fo r th e p u r­ 
p o se o f o bserv in g ^wh at cau ses 
m ine 
horrors and the best meth o ds o f p re­ 
v enting them an d o f ex ten din g relief 
when they do happen is to he estab­ 
lished in Pittsburg by the technologic 
branch of the United States geological 
surv ey . A site for the plant or “ school” 
is now being selected by J . A. Holmes, 
chief o f the technologic bran ch , say s 
th e New York Tribu n e. 
The most important part of the min­ 
iature mine will be a cy linder IOO feet 
long and six feet in diameter, made of 
armor plate, in which the ex periments 
with ex plo siv es will 
lie conducted. 
The cy linder will be filled with the v a­ 
rious things which cause mine ex plo­ 
sions—fire damp and air, coal dust 
and air, black damp and air, gases of 
v arious kinds, etc. 
Into these com­ 
binations a mortar will hurl the v ari­ 
ous things which cause the ex plosions, 
such 
as 
dy namite, 
powder, 
naked 
lamps, etc. 
On the top of the cy linder there will 
be a large number of safety v alv es, 
which will l>e left open, so that the 
ex plosions shall not wreck the cy linder, 
the v alv es carry ing away the greater 
part o f the force o f the ex plosion. An 
observ ation house will be located six ty 
feet from the cy linder, and from that 
point those making the ex plos'ons can 
witness the results. 
The miniature mine proper will b e 
fitted u p ex actly as a coal mine, with 
the v arious leads and workings. 
Ex ­ 
periments will be made In the mine 
with the v arious gases, with a v iew 
to ascertaining how long the miners 
can*1 Iv e in them and the best means 
o f sustaining life if they are caught. 
Ex periments will also be made with 
v arious kinds of headdress, such an 
are worn by miners in many parts of 
Europe, which rescue parties shall 
wear when they go Into mines known 
to be filled with deadly fumes. 
Action on this plan was hastened be­ 
cause of the reference to mine disas­ 
ters made by President Roosev elt iii 
his message and by the two recent 
mine horrors, which blotted out more 
than 4 00 liv es.

VERY 
civilized 
nation 
will 
sooner or later possess a par­ 
cels post,” wrote J. Ilennik er 
Heaton, member of the Brit­ 
ish parliament, a few’ years ago. Well, 
the UnitedwStates shows signs of be­ 
coming a civilized nation, according to 
that standard. 
Postmaster General 
George von Lengerk e Meyer in his an­ 
nu al report to the president strongly 
recommends the establishment of su ch 
an institu tion. President Itooseveit in 
his annu al message to congress sec­ 
onds the motion. Bu t a still stronger 
recommendation made by Mr. Meyer 
and seconded by Mr. Roosevelt is that 
a system of postal savings hank s be 
institu ted. The hew postmaster gen­ 
eral, who was described in some q u ar­ 
ters w hen he took office last March as 
“a society fop,” seems to he trying to 
get things done. While the postal sav­ 
ings bank system and the parcels post 
are by no means new’ notions, no pre­ 
viou s postmaster general has u rged 
them with su ch emphasis. 
The recommendation for postal sav­ 
ings bank s comes in what might be 
called the nick of time. The financial 
stringency, otherwise the lack of cold 
cash in circu lation, is du e in large 
measu re to the hoarding of money by 
persons who are afraid to tru st it to 
the bank s. Mr. Bryan's proposition to 
have the national government gu aran­ 
tee the safety of hank deposits as a 
preventive 
of 
hoarding 
is 
really, 
thou gh perhaps u nconsciou sly, reiter­ 
ated by Mr. Meyer in his recommenda­ 
tion that the people he permitted to 
deposit their money in postoffices. The 


cou ntry to Eu rope for safe k eeping by 
su spiciou s 
immigrants 
wou ld 
stay 
here in general circu lation. 
There are in rou nd nu mbers 39,000 
money order postoffiees, with abou t 
23,000 others. 
The su ggestion of the 
chief of the department is that all 
money order offices be made places of 
deposit, with su ch other offices as may 
be designated, according to the local 
conditions. 
Practically everybody is 
in tou ch with a money order postoffice. 
The temptation to hand spare cash to 
the postmaster wou ld mak e savers ou t 
of millions of persons who at present 
never save a solitary du cat. Thu s, in 
addition to transforming the u seless 
secret hoard into a career of u sefu lness 
in the channels of trade, the postal 
savings system might transform mil­ 
lions of 
impecu niou s 
persons 
into 
thrifty citizens. 


Opposed by Powerful Interests. 
Bu t the postmaster general’s recom­ 
mendation for an extension of the par­ 
cels post service is reasonably su re to 
find itself confronted by a wall of op­ 
position bu ilt of re-enforced adamant. 
That has been the experience of the 
past. 
Postmaster ~ Generals 
Vilas, 
W au amak er and Bissell each u rged 
this extension. 
In each instance the 
proposition ran u p against a blank 
wall In congress—and fell down. There 
are two widely different interests, each 
powerfu l in its way, which oppose the 
carrying of pack ages by the postal 
service above the present maximu m 
weight of fou r pou nds. The great ex­ 
press companies constitu te one inter­ 
est. They are well aware that in Eu -

government's receipt is to be the gu ar- 
antee of safety. Under this system no 
private individu al or set of individu als 
will be responsible for you r savings. 
The United States of America, which 
is u ot lik ely to close its doors and go 
ou t of bu siness for many, many years 
to come, will be the responsible party. 
The American people believe in the 
stability and the integrity of their 
government. Even the foreigners who 
have come to America have confidence 
in the government’s abiiity and will­ 
ingness to satisfy an I O U. 
The postmaster genera! wou ld mak e 
it possible, congress k indly consenting, 
for James Jones of Jim town to step 
u p to his postmaster, deposit a n y su m 
in even dollars from $1 u p to $500, 
draw 2 per cent Interest thereon and 
sleep well o’ nights. 
Mr. Jones’ $1 or 
$500 wou ld be lent to the national 
bank in the neighborhood and pu t into 
circu lation, where it ou ght to be. The 
bank wou ld pay Uncle Sain the inter­ 
est, which Uncle Sam wou ld pay to 
Jones of Jim town. 
Would Circulate Hoarded Money. 
It is a pretty general belief throu gh­ 
ou t this cou ntry that with the estab­ 
lishment of a postal savings system 
su ch as Mr. Meyer recommends there 
wou ld be a very remark able movement 
of real money or its eq u ivalent from 
the hoarders’ morgu es—the tomato can 
burled in the back yard, the last year's 
sock in the attic, the secret receptacle 
In the bedroom wall—to the postoffices 
and thence throu gh the national bank s 
back into neighborhood circu lation. It 
is believed also that millions and mil­ 
lions of dollars now sent out of this 


ropean cou ntries u nder the parcels post 
systems operated there pack ages are 
carried at abou t one-fou rth the price 
exacted by the American express con 
corns for the same weight and dis­ 
tance. Conseq u ently they have fou ght 
this proposed innovation tooth and 
toe nail. With Thomas C. Platt of New 
York , president of the United States 
Express company, in the national sea* 
ate, the parcels post has had one in 
veterate enemy in a high place for 
many years. 
The other opposfhg interest is one 
which is stronger today than ever and 
constantly growing stiil stronger. The 
retail merchants of the smaller cities 
and towns are dead set against the 
parcels p ost 
They are ju st as en­ 
thu siastic in opposition as are the big 
city mail order hou ses in advocacy of - 
it. The retailers hold that with pack ­ 
ages u p to twelve pou nds carried 
throu gh the mails at a nominal rate 
the mail order people will greatly In­ 
ju re the local retail trade. 
Already, 
withou t a general parcels post, local 
merchants have su ffered greatly be­ 
cau se of mail orders delivered by ex­ 
press. 
With the mails open both to 
the order and to the delivery of the 
goods and with ru ral delivery rou tes 
being extended day by day, the mer­ 
chants In small towns fear that disas 
ter wou ld overtak e their bu siness. 
Peculiar Situation. 
Here we have a pretty fight On one 
side are ranged the big carrying cor­ 
porations and the mu ltitu de of small 
merchants, while on the other side are j 
the mall order folk s and that vaster 
multitude of individu als who natu rally 


¿e Ire to be a file to ~ send' "oF TeceTYe 
throu gh the mails at a nominal rate 
su ch parcels as they now are com­ 
pelled to send by express at an ex­ 
orbitant fee. 
The merchants do not 
love the express companies, nor do the 
common people adore the mail order 
magnates. 
Bu t this pecu liar situ ation 
mak es strange bedfellows. 
-There is one recommendation in the^ 
postmaster general’s report which all 
of u s, particu larly in the cities, will 
approve. Mr. Meyer su ggests that slot 
machines be installed at points of pu b­ 
lic access for the au tomatic soiling of 
stamps and postal cards. 
Anybody 
can appreciate the advantage of stam p' 
slots who has wanted a postage stamp 
and wanted it badly, bu t, being miles 
from the postoffice, has been compelled 
to brave the scornfu l dru g clerk lion 
iu his den and timidly req u est that he 
sell a two cent stamp at the govern­ 
ment price. 
Fostmaster General Meyer, whose 
recommendations have set people to 
think ing and talk ing, is a u niq u e fig­ 
u re in the cabinet. He was born on 
Beacon Hill, Boston, in 1858, with a 
whole set of golden spoons in his 
mou th.

President Harrison’s postmas­ 
ter general, and there was Whitney, 
President Cleveland’s first secretary of 
the navy, to name two mu ltimillion­ 
aire cabinet officers. 
Excellent Presiding Officer. 
Mr. Meyer was gradu ated from H ar­ 
vard in 1879, ju st a year liefore Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt received his diploma 
from the same institu tion. Mr. Meyer 
went into bu siu ess. 
With his family 
back ing and prestige, not forgetting 
the accompanying cash, his way was 
easy. As a merchant and as managing 
director In a dozen big concerns Mr. 
Meyer pu rsu ed a flowery path. 
He 
married a 
charming 
woman, 
Miss 
Alice Appleton, was a brilliant figu re 
in Boston society and might easily 
have become a Newport “exq u isite,” 
giving monk ey dinners and cu tting 
other monk ey shines, bu t he didn’t. 
He was different. Early In his twen­ 
ties he got himself elected a Boston 
alderman. Then he was called higher 
and became a member of the Massa­ 
chu setts legislatu re for several terms. 
Iu 1894 the you ng legislator was elect­ 
ed speak er of the hou se. He made au 
excellent record as a presiding officer. 
It is said of him that he expedited 
bu siness with u nu su al ability and tact. 
After his long service in city and 
state legislative bodies Mr. Meyer was 
selected by President McKinley in 
1900 to go to Italy as ambassador. Ills 
wealth and his wide experience in so­ 
cial fu nctions among the u pper ten 
rendered him u ncommonly fit to hold 
his own and maintain Uncle Sam’s 
dignity in the company of k ings and 
other high brows In the modem city 
of the Caesars. 
President Roosevelt thou ght so well 
of Ambassador Meyer that he ad­ 
vanced the Bostonian to the St. Pe­ 
tersbu rg embassy, where Mr. Meyer 
represented this government at a pe­ 
riod when the czar and his ministers 
req u ired to be bandied with the silk ­ 
iest of silk gloves lest the Ru ssian 
ou tocraej’ tak e offense at tlie Ameri­ 
can democracy. 
Ambassador Meyer 
was su ave and su fficient in the midst 
of many alarms In the tu rbu lent em­ 
pire, while Mrs. Meyer and the Misses 
Meyer assisted in u pholding the social 
dignity of Uncle Sam at St. Peters­ 
bu rg. 
Charming and Popular. 
When the president made several 
changes in his cabinet last March he 
called Ambassador Meyer to assu me 
the portfolio of postmaster general. 
The Meyers, it was said by the social 
exq u isites At'Washington, wou ld mak e 
most welcome additions to the society 
of the national capital. 
Their wide 
experience not only in Boston's Back 
Bay district, bu t in the circles where 
k ings, q u eens and princelings move, 
wou ld lend ^distinction” to the cab­ 
inet circle, all of which has tu rned 
ou t to l» e tru e. 
The Meyer ladies are 
charming and popu lar. Eu ropean cou rt 
experience Is by no means to lie sneez­ 
ed at In ou r democratic Washington, 
for the families of foreign diplomats 
may be inclined to prefer the near 
Eu ropean to the all American brand 
of social etiq u ette. 
As to the head of the Meyer hou se­ 
hold, these stories of his wealth and 
his family's social training were not 
condu cive to the solidification of his 
repu tation with the masses. 
In fact, 
there appeared to lie a set pu rpose on 
the part of some Washington corre­ 
spondents to deny to Mr. Meyer the 
place of honor at the head of his de­ 
partment and to mak e Frank Hitch­ 
cock , the first" assistant, postmaster 
general by brevet. 
It was said that 
Hitchcock did the work and Meyer 
drew the honors. 
Postmaster 
General 
Meyer 
now 
seems to have gained his bearings in 
the postoffice department and to have 
become the pilot of the ship. The lo­ 
cal postofflce is the average citizen’s 
most intimate bond of acq u aintance 
with the national government. To the 
most of u s a proposed change, for bet­ 
ter or for worse. In the postoffice de­ 
partment is a matter of personal In­ 
terest. Ju st how the innovations pro­ 
posed by Mr. Meyer of Beacon Hill 
will su it the denizen of Hillside Cor­ 
ners, shou ld they be approved by con­ 
gress, remains to be determined.
